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I have now beheld in no more than two years, no leſs than three Ele ons of Burgeſſes 
ſor this place, to the great ſatisfaction no doubt of the people, ' w in frequent 
Parliaments; and it's ſcarce credible how much the temper of the Electors here 
in this laſt, is altered from what it was in the two former Blections. Then we had no- 
thing but indecent Heats and Animoſities, now nothing appear ' d but Unanimity, and an 
Amicable concurrence amongſt us: Formerly the differences produced ſuch bitter reflecti- 
ons, luch heart-burnings, as either flamed out in Revenge, or inwardly ſmothereil in ſe 
.cret grudgings againſt their Neighbours ; but. this day has healed, united, an ſo compoſed 
thoſe contentions, that the. filthy dirt whith each party threw in the others. face; was 
nam wholly under our feet 3 and that firc which broke out in open revilings, did now only 
ſerve to warm mutual affe&ions; -whereof I ſhall need to give you no other 
than this, That whereas the laſt Election coſt us ſeven or eight days tedious attendance upon 
an irregular and ill-· governed Poll; this was now diſpatcht ia leſs than half as many hours; 
ſo facile are matters of the greateſt difficulty to united counſels and affections. 

If you demand the viſible Reaſons of this happy change. in the tempers and diſpoſitions 
of fo vaſt and numerous a 3 you muſt content your ſelf with the following account, 
and accept what | have here » till you receive fuller ſatisfaction. |
